The doors at the First M. E. church 


vere thrown open promptly Sunday even- 
ng nt C o'clock, and at once there was a 
rush of the great multitude on the out- 
side to secure front seats in the large 
.udieace room, which was filled so quick- 
y that the hundreds of people who came 
en and fifteen minutes later were com- 
jelled to return to their homes or seek 
other places of worship. The church was 
even fuller than it was on the first Sun- 
day night of the revival and the interest 
n the services was manifestly deeper, 
ihough it was attended by very little ex- 
iitemeut. The exercises, as usual, opened 
with congregational singing, led by Mr. 
Fohnson and Mr. Bowers, with Miss 
Nettie Bowers at the organ, followed by 
he customnry collection and prayers. Mr. 
larrison selected for his subject the word 
'Almost," and delivered a short exhorta- 
ion which elicited the undivided atten- 
ion of his hearers, many of whom had to 
tand up in tho north und south aisles 
and at the 'rear oi the room during the 
entire service. Tho meeting throughout 
Was characterized by deep earnestness, 
and at the close of Mr. Harrison's talk Or 
appeal, when the invitation was extended 
for seekers to kneel at the altar, no less 
than 01 came forward, many of them 
being elderly people, young men and 
young women; 28 of this number had not 
been at the altai at any previous moclincr; 
and of the 61 it was recoided n, the books 
that 37 were soundly converted—making 
a total of 157 since the revival began on 
Thanksgiving night. The meeting last 
night was the most wonderful in the his- 
tory of the church, and there was great 
rejoicing about the altar, where had gath- 
ered members of the First Church and 
Stapp's Chapel, to aid the boy preacher 
in ln's work ot saving sinners with the 
help of the Master. Mr. Harrison re- 
marked to a reporter this morning that 
during his experience of 13 years he had 
never before -witnessed . grander results; 
"Think of it! 37 converts at one meeting! 
the whole city is being stirred. This will 
be a groat week and hundreds more con- 
verts will be added to the list!" At his 
meeting at Indianapolis last spring on 
the night of May 1st, 33 persons were con- 
verted, but at no place had as many as 37 
found salvation at one time.

Secrets of the Sanctum. 


Denrei Tribune. 


The scene representing an edito- 


rial room diflicultv in Milton Noble's 
play of ''Interviews'' is very funny, 
but it is greatly exaggerated 
The 


popular impression that an editorial 
room is a constant battle ground. 
that tho editors are being inces- 
santly hounded for copy, that indig 
nant "subscribers rush m -with com- 
plaints and horsewhips, that thp ed- 
itor is a persecuted creature — is all 
a fallacy. The average editorial room 
is a very quiet sort of a place — a spot 
whore loafers are seldom tolerated, 
nnd where disturbances very infre- 
quently occur. Tho idea that the 
foreman is inveterately howling for 
copy is an erroneous one, invented, 
probably by some amateur journal- 
ist, long ago, who did cot know that 
all well-regulated editors make it one 
of the important details of their busi- 
ness nevfr to let the printers stand 
around and charge time. 
The edi- 


torial room is not a luxurious spor, 
but it is invariably comfortably quiet. 
It is especially a rare field for the 
study of character. In tbe course of 
a brief year every phase of human 
nature passes before the eye of the 
editor in bis sanctum, and it is there 
that the cant and hypocrisy of hu- 
manity are most frequently self -ex 
posed. 
The hollowness and rotten- 


ness of politicians are first detected 
by the editor, for the politician has a 
confidant in tho editor. 
And it is so 


with merchants, lawyers, preachers, 
and every manner of mati who steps 
into the editorial sanctum. 
If they 


are weak and hypocritical, the oditoi 
is the first to discover it, for the ed- 
itorial room is a sort of disrobing 
room for the rest of the world — a 
chamber where people come and lay 
off tbeir masks and toggery, and dis- 
play their blemishes and weaknesses. 
To those who are in the secrets of 
the sanctum it is no wonder that ed- 
itors are invariably the most confirm- 
ed of cynics.

Beport of the Utah Commission. 


Tho Utah Commission in its re- 


port to the Secretary of the Interior, 
recommends that a marriage law be 
enacted by Congress which would 
form an auxiliary to the suppression 
of polygamy. 
The commission say 


that owing to the peculiar state of 
affairs in t'tah, the territorial lavs- 
allowing women the right of suf- 
frage is an obstruction to a speedy 
solution of Cpthe vexed question," and 
should be repealed or annulled by 
Congress. 
The commission suy the 


law so far has been a decided sue 
cess in excluding polygainists from 
the exprcise of suffrage, and they are 
of the opinion that a steady and con- 
tinued enforcement of the law will 
place polygamy in a condition of 
gradual extinction. The commission 
notices, as an encouraging sign, that 
many of the "liberal"' meetings have 
been largely attended by Mormons, 
and thai these meetings have been 
characterized by exceptional good 
order and good humor 
In coiielu 


sion the report sajs, after counsel- 
ing moderation, "If, however, the 
next session of tho legislative assem- 
bly elected under the act of Uon 
gress shall fail to respond to tho will 
of the .Nation, Congress should have 
no hesitation in using extraordinary 
measures to compel the people ol 
this Territory to obey thn laws ol 
the land." 


Some Statistics. 


Nimniu, chief of the bureau of sta 


tistics at Washington, states : 


'•The corn crop this year is esti 


mated 
at 
1,080,000,000 bushels 


against 
1,101,010,000 bushels in 


1881 
The latest estimate of the 


wheat crop of tho season of 1882 is 
300,000,000 bushels, against 330,- 
280,090 in 1881. Tie value of do- 
mestic exports for the fiscal yeai 
ended June 30, 1882, was $733,239,- 
732, as against $883,925,94-9 during 
1881 ; a falling off of $150,686,215 
This is due almost entirely to the 
failure of the crops of the country 
during the season of 1881, a resuli 
attributable to drought and othei 
unfavorable meteorological influences 
which 
prevailed 
so 
extensively 


throughout the country during thai 
ceaaon. 
The imports during the fis- 


aal year were $724,639,574 ; largei 
than during any previous year in the 
history of the country. 
The number 


of tons transported on fifteen leading 
railroads in the United States the 
last fiscal year was 90,003,180 as 
against 84,199,314 during the pre- 
ceding fiscal year. 
The railroad 


mileage of the United States Jan. 1, 
1882, was 103,813 miles. The Wes- 
tern Union, the company which owns 
the principal part of the telegraph 
lines of the United States, increased 
its number of miles of wire from 
233,534 in 1880 to 374,294 in 1882. 
The wires operated by that company 
would reach fifteen times around the 
world.

MORE A\os, 


About Venus and the Sun. 


EM,. BEPCDLICAN:—Unless I am mis- 


taken, your account of the object sought 
to be accomplished in carefully observing 
the transits of Venus is not exactly accu- 
rate. The distance from the earth to the 
sun is considered as unity by astrono- 
mers. Relatively this distance is accurate- 
ly known. 
For instance, astronomers 


have no difficulty iu constructing a map 
of the heavenly bodies in such a way that 
each body is located exactly in terms of 
this distance. That in, a body which is 
four times as far from the sun as the earth 
is, wilt appear at that relative distance 
upon the map. And the same thing will 
bo true ot every other body. But the 
exact number of milexor metres, or other 
definite measure, contained in the distance 
from the earth to the sun is not known, 
In other words, astronomers are seeking 
for an exact answer to the question, how 
many miles is it to the sun'?

Tile Deoatur Steam Tile Factory. 


II was pretty cold in this region last 


night, there being a sudden change of 28 
degrees in the state of the temperature in 
24 hours. Early this moruirig it was 15 
degrees below zero, but notwithstanding 
this unusual and extreme frigidness 
everything is moving along as if it wns 
midsummer at the Decatur Steam Tile 
factory. The main building is supplied 
with 7,000.feet of pipe and this immense 
drying and operating room is heated by 
steam. Everything about the place was 
warm and in good order this morning, 
and the manufacture aud burning of tile 
on this cold day is in progress, there be- 
ing no inturruption whatever on account 
o( the weather. Both the steam tile ma- 
chines are in operation, while the men 
are engaged in filling the kilns and burn- 
ing tile. A few days ago a stranger from 
a distance, who has an experience of 20 
years in the business and had visited this 
steam factory, volunteered the remark' 
that the Decatur company were making 
the most evenly formed, best colored and 
best burned tile made in the United 
States. He made a close inspection of 
the works and pronounced them the most 
complete he had ever seen.

A Dreadful Accident.

Cjst of Raising Cattle in Central Illinois. 


The following from an exchange is of 


general interest to stock breeclpre: "Col. 
John D. Gillett, of Logan county, n 
breeder arid feeder well known to those 
interested iu cattle matters, makes the 
following statement of the average cost 
of production of a steer 12 months old 
inclmlins every needful expense from 
birth. It in unnecessary to say that such 
a statement derives its chief value from 
one whose succesp is evidence that lie has 
given the matter careful study and lias 
tested his theories thoroughly by long- 
eontintied practice, and fully demonstrat- 
ed their correctness and value. He places 
the average cost of a steer 12 mouths old 
at 829; 2 years old at $53: value of the 
1-year-old, 835; profit on the 1-year-old, 
86; value of the 2-year-old, $104; proiit 
on tbe 2-year-old, 850. 
To keep the steer 


another year he adds S556 to the value of 
$104 at 2 years, making 8160 less a sav- 
ing of 825 worth of pork from droppings, 
or 8135. 
At three years he finds the 


steer, weighing 2,200 pounds, worth, at 
7 cents a pound, 8154, a profit of 818 on 
the last year. Thie estimate shows a 
profit of 86 on the first year, 800 on the 
second, and 818 on the third. If this ia 
true, the wise farmer will sell bin steer at 
two years old."

oniparativa Value of Corn and 


Oata for Horses. 


&The comparative value of corn and 
oats as food for horses may be briefly 
stated us follows: 
The former is de- 


icient in many of the elements of 
nutrition so necessary for recupera- 
ing the constant wear and tear 
which necessarily takes place in the 
body of a living animal. 
On this ae- 


"•ount, horses which are exclusively 
rod on corn and hay do not receive 
hat kind of nourishment which ap- 
pears necessary for the due support 
and maintenance of the animal fab- 
ric ; hence, we must not be surprised 
;hat corn-fod horses show evidences 


being languid, by sweating pro 


fusely while being worked, lack of 
vitality, etc. 
Oats, on the contrary, 


ontain more of the essential ele- 
ments of nutrition than any other 
article of food which can be fed with 
mpnnity to horses. Oats' are not 
only the most natural food for horses, 
jut are decidedly the most nutritions. 
They are the cheapest, because there 
is less risk in feeding them, and ex- 
perience has proved that horses prop- 
erly fed on oats and:timothyhay can, 
with regular exercise, good groom- 
ing, and proper sanitary regulations, 
be brought to the highest state of 
physical culture, and can perform 
more work with less evidence of fa- 
tigne than when fed on any other 
article of food.—-National Live Stock 
Jownal, Chicago.

Of the five million 
people now employed in the manu- 
facturing industries, one-half would 
quit work, while the other half would 
continue at pauper wages, and the 
money would flow out of this country 
to purchase a large proportion of the 
wares which have heretofore b^- 
produced at home.—Kf.

A Vicious and Obnoxious System. 


Cumulative voting does not strike 


a responsive chord in the heart of 
the editor of the Aurora Beacon, as 
the following extract from that sheet 
plainly shows : 


"The scheme of cumulative voting, 


which Joseph Medill, of the Chicago 
Tribune, ingeniously 
contrived to 


force upon the people of Illinois 
when the constitution of 1870 was 
adopted, has proven, as we contend 
ed at the time, the parent of much 
corruption and unfairness, and has 
not accomplished the good for which 
its friends contended. In theory it 
is fine—in practice it is hideous. 
Every practical man who studies its 
workings condemns it, unless he, in 
some way, profits by it. 
There is 


only one just manner for choosing 
representatives by the people, and 
that is by making small districts, en- 
titled to one member, and having a 
direct vote. 
In that manner consti- 


tuents may know their men, and vote 
with a directness and an intelligence 
which it is impossible to do under 
;ho present system. 
And, no matter 


iiow much the people generally may 
fealize the evils of the system, and 
desire its abolition, there seems no 
way of getting rid of it. It requires 
a two-third vote of the lower House 
of the Assembly to submit an amend- 
ment of the constitution to the peo- 
ple, and it is folly to suspect that the 
one-third of the members of the 
House who owe their position to the 
emulative vote, will nllow the abol- 
ition ol this stepping-stono to the 
people, and if there should be an ap- 
proach to such sentiment 'in the 
House, they would always find men 
enough among the other two thirds, 
who fear they may desire to profit by 
its uncertainties in the future, to 
help them retain it.1' 


THE Post-Office Department has 


ordered the sale at auction of articles 
accumulated in the Dead-Letter Of- 
fice, and a catalogue is published 
which is in its way a curiosity. There 
are 12,000 lots, and probably not less 
than 40,000 articles ; and such a va- 
riety can rarely before have been 
seen together. Besides several thous- 
and books, and some hundreds of 
articles of jewelry, there is a list of 
miscellaneous articles which seems to 
include almost everything under the 
sun that could be put into a mail- 
bag. For instance, there are corseta, 
files, 15-puzzles, carpet-stretchers, 
stockings, spatulas, trousers, hypo- 
dermic syringes, kammera, fishing 
tackle, ostrich-feathers, door-knobs, 
fiddle-strings, oil-stones, liver pada, 
pipes, hats, padlocks, pistols, mouse- 
traps, galvanic batteries, garters, to- 
bacco, teaspoons, garden-sprinklers, 
screws, stirrups, rugs, courtship 
cards, nursing bottles, strengthening 
plasters, artificial flowers, campaign- 
torches, boots and shoes, harmonicas, 
bullet-molds, walking 
sticks, and 


even washing machines.

walnut will get a black eye when 
brought into contact with it. Hard- 
wood representations are rnado so 
closely that the eye cannot detect the 
difference between the real and the 
imitation. 


The American Architect is onr 


authority for saying that straw him-' 
ber is admirably adapted to many- 
kinds of finishing work, barrels^ 
table and counter tops, doors and or- 
namental work, and can bo produced 
at less than half of the present cost 
of black walnut. 
The dimensions 


of boards may be made to suit 
the buyer, of any width, length or 
thickness. 
It is susceptible of a high 


polish, and works well with paint or 
varnish. 
' It is practically fire and water- 
proof, being manufactured uudor 
T)00 
degrees 
heat. 
Its 
tonsile 


strength is greater than that of wal- 
nut or onk, and it is but little heavier 
than walnut. 


It is made from any kind of straw, 


hemp, or flax fiber. A ton of straw 
will make 1,000 feet of boards. 
It is 


made into pulp, rolled into thin 
sheets and these are united by ce- 
ment and pressure, so as to rnaki> the 
desired thickness. 


These features make the now lum- 


ber a valuable product in the great 
West and Northwest. One aero of 
land will produce enough straw to 
make 8,000 feet of lumber each year. 


It is a good walnut tree that in 


fifty yeai's will cut a twenty-four-inch 
board, and 20,000 feet of lumber is 
a good yield from one acre of forest. 
If then the straw lumber shall prove 
us valuable as the claims made for 
it, we have an important step in the 
solution of the lumber supply. 


THE Boston Advertiser prints let- 


ters from a number of Senators and 
Representatives from all sections of 
the country, giving their views in re- 
gard to the propriety of amending 
the tariff and internal revenue laws. 
Senator Ben Harrison, of Indiana, 
writes : 


The revenue question, involving 


both internal and custom revenue, 
should be dealt with this Winter. 
We were fully committed at the last 
session to this work. Oar bill to r»- 
dace internal revenue, as proposed 
at the last session, or somewhat mod- 
ified, should be promptly paawd. 
The creation of the Tariff Commis- 
sion was a confession that tbe tariff 
needs revision. 
If the report cornea 


in, it should be acted upon. My 
opinion is that no time should bo lost 
daring the holidays by adjournment; 
and that the threatened, Democratic 
opposition should be developed and 
overcome by quiet but persistent ad- 
herence to the work suggested.

The other day a meeting of mayors ot 


the different cities in Illinois was held at 
Springfield to talk over the best means of 
securing better permanent country roads 
That meeting was attended by H.iyor 
Waggoner, of Decatur, Mayor Harrison, 
of Chicago, Col. Phocion Howard, the 
great agitator, and a score or more of 
other notables. The conference anil its 
action in forming an organization for 
active work in the interest of better roads 
lias attracted general attention. Various 
suggestions have been made in the news 
papers. 


The Ohio plan is thus alluded to by 


correspondent: "The system adopted i 
Ohio seems • to be the easiest and mo.s 
available. The Ohio plan is as follows 
The line of the proposed road issnrvejec 
parallel to which on each side to the die 
tanee of two miles lines are also anrveyei 
and the lands on either side are taxed fo 
the purpose of improving the road, th 
tax per acre being apportioned accordmg 
to the proximity of the lands U> the roar 
These free turnpike roads were made no 
der a law enacted by the legislature o 
that state, and Ohio to-day is blessed with 
good roads in nearly every county in th 
state, made under this law. After the tux 
was levied for building a certain road, th 
people taxed for such purposes were given 
six years in which to pay it, making i 
comparatively easy upon the tax payers 
These roads were first graded and ditched 
after which broken stone to the depth o 
ten inches in the centre and eight inche 
on the sides was laid, the width being Ib 
feet. Upon this stone basis gravel to thi 
same depth and width was laid, which 
made a most permanent and durable roac 
bed. The expense of keeping the roads 
in repair was very light, and done in the 
ordinary mode of repairing the highways 
—by the usual road tax, it was found tha 
the ditching of the roads was a great nic 
to the drainage of the lands along th 
lines of these highways. As an instance 
of the groat valne of these improved roadi 
the 
correspondent cites 
one count; 


(Fayette) in Ohio 
About 14 years ago 


Fayette county had uot a mile of gooc 
road in it. Under the free turnpike law 
of the state the citizens of that count 
resolved to build n system of improvec 
highways. Lines were surveyed and the 
work commenced. In five or six years 
ihere was a macadamized road bed upon 
every important highway from the ex- 
treme limits of the conntj, centering at 
:he county seat. It was a heavy tax upon 
;he people, but they endured it six years, 
when the roads were paid for, and the 
jeople more than satisfied with what had 
Deen accomplished. 
In tea years from 


he time they commenced work upon 
'hese roads, farming lands and o;ty prop- 
>rty had neady doubled in value, and the 
jounty seat nearly doubled in population 
and amount of business. The farmers 
.hen had 
a ready market for their 


produce and could reach it any day of 
he year.
